SUNDAY SCHOOL REPORT. 


We, your committee, ask to report: 

It is claimed by some that there is a spiritual degeneracy in the Sunday 
School work. If so, where is it, and what the remedy? First, there seems 
to be a growing indifference upon parents to attend the Sunday School, as 
though there was nothing for them to do; forgetting that through their 
efforts in connection with the Sunday School their own dear children might 


be brought home to Christ. Then, sometimes it seems a lack of zeal on 
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the part of the pastor to lead in this great work; that is, to advise in 
the work done, which seems to be part of his pastoral duty. He will some- 
times- study his sermon while the school is reciting the lesson, which js 
very discouraging to all. Then, there is apparently a lethargy on the part 
of the church. Often it is we « ‘e very few members of the church at 
Sunday School. We should all remember that the Sunday School is, or 


should be, the church at work. Again, it affords a great common ground on 


which all can labor for the promotion of the Master's cause. We feel 
that there is a great amount of good being done in this noble work in 
building up the church; therefore, brethren, let us see to it that there shall 


be more spiritual work done the next associational vear, and that each 


delegate to this Association will be so concerned about his Master's busi- 
ness that each and all will strive to have a live Sunday School in all of 
our churches. 


Oh, may God bless and strengthen every effort put forth in Sanday 
School work that would advance the cause of the Master.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 


State Missions is basal foundation work in the great enterprise of 
evangelizing the world. The command was to begin at Jerusalem, but 
go to the uttermost part of the earth. Itis the practical outgoing of 
that spirit that possessed the Savior who came “‘into his own’’, and of 
Paul who said his hearts desire and prayer to (jod for Israel was that 
they might be saved. To give the gospel to our own people manifests 
the purest spirit of patriotism, as well as the highest type of loyalty to 
our Lord, as commanded and taught by Him both in precept and exam- 
ple For 37 years this work hos mn organized and prosecuted by our 
State Baptist Convention. The Lord has greatly honored the efforts of 
His people. In this time over 500 churches have been helped and lead to 
greater efiiciency. Over 16,000 people have been baptized into our 


churches. Hundreds of Bibles have been sold; thousands of pages of 


denominational religious literature have been distributed. There has 
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is icsukaiihageliinisinmsnateudibanssidigesepeiestagiedadasdat 
been a marvelous growth in the mission spirit among our churches. Our 
contributions to missions has grown frem year to year and we are rec- 
ognized toda) as the leading christian denomination in the state. Last 
yeer there were preached by our missionaries 8,695 sermons; over 4,000 
baptized by the missionaries and in meetings where they labored; organ- 
ized 23 new churches; 145 Sunday Schools; delivered 1,154 Sunday School 
addresses; distributed 625 Bibles and over 48,100 pages of tracts. Such 
eviuences of the favor of God upon our effort ought to inspire us to 
wreater effort, and the growth of our State numerically, commercially, 
and financia ly calls for increased work, praser and giving. It isa 
matter of great encouragement that a larger number of churches are 
being udded each year to the contributing column. May this increase 
continue until all our churches shall be found in the fighting line, going 
forth to conquer this world for our Lord through the preaching of His 
pure Word and a full gospel.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. ' 

With us the term, Home Missions, means Baptist Mission work in all 
the states of the Southern Baptist Convention—Cuba, Panama and the 
Isle of Pines. Southern Baptists have so rallied to the Home Mission 
Board, and God has so biessed the labors of its missionaries, that the best 
report in the history of the Convention was possible last May im Conven- 
tion in Baltimore. This is with gratitude to God. Throvgh these Home 
Missions and the churches where they labored there have been baptized the 
last year 27,426 persons, with a total of 52,910 added to the churches. 
No Mission Board in America has ever made so remarkable a showing 





as this. The financial increase has been good, too. There was given by 
Southern Baptists to Home Missions last year $329,475.79. his is more 
than double what was given five years ago. So was the number baptized ° 
more than 100 per cent. increase over five years ago. Our Baptist churches 
stand for the full Gospel of Jesus to lost men and our Baptist mission- 
aries stand for the same. We should win our own to our Saviour. In the 
face of our needs and the needs of the people we cannot afford to stand 
still. All our churches should surely take active part in Home Migsions 
and make liberal offerings. Every one of our churches should give liberally 
to this foundation work in missions. Mississippi last year gave to this 
cause $28,108.75, thus helping support our 1,047 laborers. Our Association 
reports 21 churches giving this year to Home Missions and $525.00 given. 
Forward, forward. It means ministering to destitute and neglected ones 
on frontier, in back districts, cities, factory towns, mountains: It means 
that we help turn the current of religious influence upon the plague spots 
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of sin everywhere. Let us have the real Home Mission spirit. Our women 
helped the Home Missionaries with boxes valued at $21,500

is calling to His people An advance movement must be made. ( onfidently 
believing that the churches will respond, the Board has re: ently appointed 
“0 new missionaries, who wil] soon sail to the foreign field Among the

number is Miss Mary Anderson, one of the brightest and purest of God’s 
noble women. She is a daughter of Bro. J. D. Anderson, who lived and 
labored for many years in this Association. Tippah Association thus 
makes another contribution of her sons and daughters to this department 
of the Lord’s work. Three of the 20 who were recently appointed are 
former pupils of. Blue Mountain College—Miss Mary Anderson, Miss Pear! 
Caldwell of Cherry Creek, Ark., and Mrs. Florence Powell Harris of Ten- 
nessee.

REPORT ON SANITARIUM. 

Your committee gladly reports that great progress has been made in 
the building of the Tri-State Sanitarium in Memphis by the Baptists of 
Mississippi, Tennessee and Arkansas. 

Work on the building has begun and is progressing finely. The plan 
contemplates a large building in three sections, which shall be ultimately 
connected and equipped with all the modern appliances. The outside work 
on one wing is about completed. This can soon be opened if the funds

will be promptly paid. 
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Mississippi Baptists were asked to raise $50,000 as our part.. Bro. B. G
